EXTRAVAGANT. 


We beg to remind the Board of Com- 


missioners for the building of the In- 
sane Asylum that $80,000 is not an 
extraordinary sum for them to expend in 
carrying ont tha provisions of the Act 
under which they are acting. We ex- 
pect of them the same careful regard for 
the State in thib matter as ii they were 
spending their own private money.

The Southern road now circles and 
curves through and over tUe Tahachepi 
Mountains -where the line is crooked 
and the grade heavy and runs out of 
the proper line some 150 miles to reach 
Dos Angeles. This new line from the 
vicinity of Colton or Maricopa Wells, 
east of the Sierra and through the 
Winnemncca region to Oregon, will 
enable that road to carry all the grain 
rom Eastern Oregon, which is a great 
wheat-growing country, to the Gulf ol 
Mexico, and land it in Liverpool at 
cheaper rates than the ships are now 
charging, and there will then be no 
scarcity of transportation. That por- 
;ion of Oregon which is really, for farm- 
ing purposes, the best part of the State, 
is now a barren waste, so far as cultiva 
tioii of produce for export goes,- because 
there is no means of transportation to 
market, and under the impulse of this 
road that State will soon rise into opu- 
lence and grandeur. 
The freight to 


Liverpool from eastern 
Oregon wit 


not be over $14 per ton for wheat, say 
$12 for the railway and $2 for ocean 
carriage, as the White Star line has 
offered to contract to take all that can 
be given them from the Gulf of Mexico 
to Liverpool for $2 per ton. Anc! in 
addition to this cheap freight, which i: 
less than ships charge, the farmer will 
save his sacks, much insurance anc 
fully two-thirds the usual time in trans 
portation—and in this case time is 
money. In their returning ships they 
will bring passengers, carrying them 
from Liverpool to California and Ore- 
gon, for 360 per head, and perhaps 


And all this will be done inside 


of three years. The want of money is 
the only reason that prevents it from 
being done in 
the coming eighteen 


months. 
Of course California will b 


as much benefited as Oregon by this 
new enterprise. There will be ocean 
competition here for carrying whea 
but there will be no such competition 
in eastern Oregon. 
Whoever will trac< 


upon the map this new line from Ari 
zona to Oregon will see that it places 
eastern Oregon almost as near Gal 
veston as 
San 
Francisco 
is. Th< 


Southern road may be completed t' 
the waters of the Atlantic in time k 
carry much of the next wheat crop by 
that route." 


There is PO doubt of the construction 


of this new road by the Central Pacific 
people. It has long been a favorite 
scheme of Gov. Stanford's. His grea 
mind grasps the future as well as th 
present. He believes that the Gulf o 
Mexico is the great and coming cente: 
of transportation for the world. He 
firmly expects that the Southern Pacific 
will carry California's wheat, and drive 
the ships away from the Bay of San 
Francisco. The extent, area, and capa 
bilities of the section of country be 
tween the Mississippi river and Pacific 
Ocean, is sufficient to make it the 
Empire of the world. In his opinion 
the greatest undeveloped wheat region 
in the United States is that section o 
country east of the Cascades, in Oregon 
and Washington Territory; eight mill 
ions of bushels of wheat were shippei 
from the Willamette Valley last year 
Gov. Stanford says this freight must g< 
to Europe via the Gulf of Mexico, am 
that it must have n railroad right nortl 
and south through Nevada, counectini 
with the Southern Pacific below th 
Cajon Pass. Such a road will be 90' 
miles in length; have an easy grade 
will be free from snow, and will hav 
the advantage of the Northern Pacifii 
or any other route that can be named 
by 1,000 miles. That is: Grain can b 
taken to the Gulf and thence to Europ 
by this route, a .great deal cheaper am 
quicker, than if it could be transports 
directly East across the northern por 
tion of the United States to New York 
For years past the Central Pacific hav 
had their surveyors in this field, an 
work on the now road will commenc 
during this year. At last accounts th 
Co. was undocided as to whether the 
would build from Reno orWinnemucca 
and didn't know but that they migh 
take a hand in both projects.

The Purim Feast. 


In accordance with a time-honored 


custom our Beuo Jews are commemor- 
ating their Pnrim festival. Purim is 
celebrated by them as days of entertain- 
ment and joy, in sending presents to 
each other and in bestowing alms upon 
the poor and unfortunate. The festi- 
val is held in commemoration of Queen 
Esther of Persia, wife of Ahasnerus, for 
delivering the Jews from a general 
massacre throughout the Persian Em- 
pire. History suys that the King of 
Persia allowed himself to be persuaded 
by his Minister Haman, a man who was 
greatly incensed against the Jews for 
their independence, and particularly so 
against a certain Jew by the name oi 
Mordecai, Esther's father, to consen 
that all the Jews in the dominion should 
be killed. Esther brought her persua- 
sive powers to bear upon the King and 
succeeded in swerving'him in his|conrse, 
greatly imperiling her own life in the 
undertaking; nevertheless she saved her 
people, and Haman was hanged on the 
gallows prepared for Mordecai, and Mor- 
decai and Esther than introduced the 
fast of the 13th of Adar, "the Day of 
danger and Festival of Pnrim," to com- 
memorate the saving of the people and 
the destruction of their enemies. It is 
a custom among Jews during the Puriin 
festival to refrain from singing psalms, 
not even those psalms which are usually 
sung at hulf festivals, being permitted. 


Assemblyman Adams Shot 


James Adams, Superintendent of the 


Silver Lick mine, at Eureka, Netada, 
was shot, and without doubt, fatally 
wounded Monday evening by Adolph 
Schroeder, a clerk in the business office 
of the Evening Bulletin. The affair 
took place in a saloon at the southeast 
corner of Montgomery and Merchant 
streets. Sohroeder states that Adams 
was an old partner of his in business at 
Eureka; that a quarrel arose between 
them about a business matter, and that 
Adams, 
after applying 
opprobrious 


epithets, struck him aad made a motion 
to draw a pistol, when he (Sohroeder) 
opened flre. Adams denies having made 
any hostile demonstration. One bullet 
entered Adams' abdomen and another 
pierced his wrist. 


Adams, who was shot by Schroeder 


has made an ante-mortem statement to 
the general effect that he was Superin- 
tendent of the Silver Lick mine; that 
during his absence from the mine as a 
member of the Nevada Legislature, 
Schroeder and other stockholders sought 
to change the management; that they 
met in a saloon Monday evening and 
talked the matter over, at first pleasant- 
y and afterwards with some anger; that 
he started to move away, when Schroe- 
der began shooting, firing four times; 
that he did not attempt to draw a pistol 
(a deringer) till after the third shot. 


"Cap." Adams, as he was called in 


Carson during the session of the Legis- 
lature, was a representative from Eureka, 
and proved himself a first-class mem- 
ber.
